Washington, Sept. S.—The possibili- 


ties of international complications in 
both the Philippine and the Samoan Is- 
lands have led the administration to 
evolve a new plan for using part of the 
volunteer army. 


Hawaii is to be utilized as a mid- 


Pacific mobilization point for United 
State troops. 
There the government 


will seud in the near future not less 
than 5,000, aud probably as many as 
10,000 men. 


They will be permanently stationed 


at Honolulu and there drilled, organ- 
ized, aud kept in a high state of dis- 
cipline. 


For the reason that Hawaii is within 


comparatively easy distance of Manila 
and the Samoan 
islands, and that 


transports enough to carry this small 
army to either point can be cheaply 
and safely kept in the excellent har- 
bors there, plans for the new move- 
ment will be based on the idea of per- 
manency. 


Gen. 
JMeiTiam, under directions from 


the war department, will, upon his re- 
turn, send not less than three regi- 
ments to Honolulu at once, these to be 
followed by others until at least from 
5,000 to 10,000 soldiers are quartered 
in the newly annexed territory of the 
United States*. 


President McKinley and the secre- 


tary of war have had several discus- 
sions over the new plans. 
They agree 


that the present conditions demand 
this movemni;L purely as a precaution- 
ary measure. 


While the state department has not 


yet taken up the new complications 
sure to riss in Samoa because of the 
recent death of the king, it can not be 
long delayed. 


There may be a dissolution of the 


joint protectorate 
over the islands 


heretofore existing through the agree- 
ment of the United States, Germany 
and Great Britain. 


In this event there may be trouble; 


hence the decision of the government 
to make Hawaii a mid-Pacific strong- 
hold.

Of this oathedial John Ruakin has 
written eloquently and sympatheti- 
cally in his "Amient."

"We had three days in Paris, bril- 


liant with its many gaily 
lighted 


streets, squares and cafes. 
But some- 


how one cannot help feelicgthst Paris 
is insincere- Its brilliancy is felt to be 
a veneer that hides a false life. Never 
will one so long lor and leel the beau- 
ty ot the pure life of an American or 
English village as in this same Paris, 
where such Hie has Icng since died 
From Paris we took the long journey 
through to Rome, being two nights on 
the road, and fighting frequently and 
profoundly for an American sleeping 
c»r and a drink of the water thbt 
flaws from the hydrants in Janesville. 
Four crowded days, blaming with heat, 
among the sights of Rome, wonderful 
in its ancient ani mediaeval relics and 
interesting in its modern life, and we 
journeyed on to Florence. Of the Ital- 
ian cities which we visited this was 
the most interesting. Oae could not 
but be thrilled ta he walked wheri 
Savonarola preached and was burned;

city of any in Italy. 
Leaving Milan 


we passed through a part ol tbe beau- 
tiful Italian Uke region, through the 
St. Gothard tunnel the longest in tbe 
world, to Lucerne, and then went on 
a short tour to Interlaken, across 
some of the Swiss lakes, flnaliv reach- 
ing Berne. 
The most striking feat- 


ures of the Swise scenery were to us 
the crystal white snows on tne moun-

Cincinnati, O., Sept. S.—TUe arrivals 


Tuesday night and Wednesday morn- 
ing are reported to have brought Hie 
total of visitors to over 250,000. Add 
to these the thousands who rame in 
from suburban villages aud from 
the 


towns on the other side of the Ohio 
and it will be seen that the city holds 
double her normal population. 


Cincinnati has never 
before 
seen 


such crowds. 
The streets in the vi- 


cinity of Grand Army 
of Republic 


headquarters and the reviewing stands 
were packed like the 
World's 
Fair 


grounds on Chicago day. 
The line of 


inarch of the parade was nearly three 
miles long. 
The sidewalks on both 


sides of the streets the whole length 
of tbe route were packed from curb 
to building, while near the reviewing 
stands and at the intersections 
the 


people surged into the street, straining 
the cables to the utmost. 


Every doorway and window was oc- 


cupied arid the housetops. 
Not less 


than 500,000 people saw the parade. It 
started at 10 o'clock and was 
four 


hours in passing a given point. It was 
after 4 o'clock when the last Cincin- 
nati post had passed 
the 
reviewing 


stand. It is estimated "that 25,000 men 
were in line, but that is probably 5,000 
to many, as allowance must be made 
for slow progress and frequent stops 
on account ot the weariness 
of the 


long tramp to men who are "not as 
young as they used to be." 


The position of honor in the parade 


was given to Illinois, and she filled it 
excellently with nearly 2,000 well-uni- 
formed men in line. Col. Sexton, 
the 


state's candidate for 
commander in 


chief, marched with Columbia post, de- 
clining an invitation to serve on a staff 
and ride a horse. 
J-Ie was the recipi- 


ent of marked honors along the way. 
New York, Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, 


Kentucky, Missouri. Michigan 
and 


Kansas were the other states which 
showed up in great 
strength, 
while 


Ohio, as was to be expected, brought 
up the rear o-f the procession with the 
largest number of men. • 


Of the four hours of the march the 


passage of the two Ohio divisions oc- 
cupied an hour and a half, and they 
marched closely, eight abreast. Posts 
as far south as Alabama and Texas 
were present and as far west as Wash- 
ington, with one man from Alaska and 
one from Hawaii. Veterans who have 
attended every encampment say 
this 


was the most enthusiastic encampment 
gathering. 


Philadelphia appears to have the pull 


for the next encampment. One thing 
favoring Philadelphia is the increas- 
ing sentiment in favor of discontinu- 
ing the annual reunions, and should 
that decision be reached it is argued 
that Philadelphia would be better able 
than Denver to make the encampment 
the tremendous affair which the last 
reunion should be. 


Private Dalzell has a proposition to 


hold the next encampment south of 
Mason and Dixon's line, going even 
Into the heart o; the old confederacy 
and holding it at the same time and 
place as the reunion of the ex-confed- 
erates, not to amalgamate, but merely 
to hold a joint reunion.

PLOT TO KILL THE CZAR. 


Conspirators Explode Gas anil Kill Three 


Persons. 


New York, Sept. S.—A London cable 


to the World says: 


A report is published here of a dar- 


ing plot to assassinate the czar of Rus- 
sia at Moscow last week. 


The plan of the conspirators was to 


allow gas to escape into a house on the 
route of the czar's procession until the 
atmosphere in every room had become 
saturated. 
One of their number was 


to remain in the house and strike a 
light when the czar was passing, in ex- 
pectation that the hotise would 
be 


blown to pieces and the czar killed by 
the flying debris. 
The 
conspirator 


would perish himself as a sacrifice to 
the cause. 


This duty fell to the lot of Alexander 


Kolanoff. 
In his agitation 
Kolanoff 


seems to have made an error, as tbe ex- 
plosion was mistimed. When it oc- 
curred a staff officer and his wife were 
driving past the house and they, in- 
stead o;: the czar, were killed. 


Their coachman will probably die of 


his injuries, and about thirty other 
persons were more or less seriously in- 
jured. 


Kolanoff's mangled body was found 


among the ruins. 


The czar and czarina drove by just 


twenty-five minutes later. 


Many arrests have been

in 


Moscow, but the Russian press has 
been forbidden to refer to the matter. 


Sensational Rumor in Paris.

Clam has been arrested, but they can- 
not be confirmed.

It is pre- 
sumed it was done in accordance with 
the demand which it was rumored the 
British minister here, Sir 
Claude M. 


MacDonald. \vas instructed to make on 
account of the alleged general par- 
tiality of the great Chinaman to Rus- 
sia, culminating in Great Britain be- 
ing deprived of the the contract for the 
Pekin-Hankow railroad by giving the 
Russo-Cliinese bank financial control 
of the road. 


Loss of Life in fclie War. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—The 
official 


records of tbe war department, as far 
as completed, show that there were 
thirty-three officers and 231 enlisted 
men of the United States army killed 
in battle during the war with Spain. 
These casualties .include all the lives 
lost by tho army iu tho Philippines, as 
well as in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The 


percentage of officers killed is strik- 
ingly large and is said to be unprece- 
dented in history.
